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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 
1 . The Affidavit filed on 9/25/02 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 3 1 is sufficient to overcome the Takagi 
et al. (US 6,272,148) reference. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by Kasslin 
et al. (WO 97/02670). 

Kasslin et al. discloses a system for connecting a packet data network to a digital radio 
network comprising the following features: generating a DAB packet depicted in Fig. 4 A 
representative of a plurality of ATM cells or frames in accordance with a fixed packet switched 
network protocol supported by the system in Fig. 6; transmitting the DAB packet to a mobile 
terminal in mobile radio network in Fig.6 having a valid command space which is less than the 
full command space of the ATM cell or frame in Figs. 7 and 8, wherein the mobile terminal 
decodes the DAB packet and executes the corresponding plurality of ATM cells or frames.
